time comes. 
A n attempt to get a 
confession from him has failed so 
far. 
A ll 
other efforts to extract 
anything from him have also failed. 


B E F O K E T H E G R A N D J U R Y . 
The grand jury was engaged all 
day yesterday upon the case. Scores 
of witnesses were brought before 
the twelve men, and the inquiry 
was most compleie. 
The confes­ 
sion of W . \V. Lowe, the Santa Fe 
switchman, who has been in ti e 
hands of the authorities 
for the 
jgist two 
weeks, was submitted, 
and all corroborative evidence in 
tiie possession 
of 
the police was 
brought forward. 
Lowe, the con­ 
fessor, was kept in a room in the 
office of the prosecuting attorney, 
and was called upon many times 
during the course of the day to ap­ 
pear before the jury. 
It looks as 
tliough the strong 
alibis of Jesse James and A n d y 
Ryan would certainly be shaken 
and 
possibly 
entirely 
destroyed. 
The police have more evddence than 
has been offered before the grand 
jury on the case, and in the light 
of occurrences yesterda3^ sensation­ 
al developments will certainly" ap­ 
pear in the next few da\^s. 
The 
grand jury will probabl}^ finish up 
the consideration of tliecase toda\% 
but will not make a report until to­ 
morrow. 
The police have extracted a con­ 
fession from W . W . Lowe. 
In it­ 
self it amounts to little. 
The man­ 
ner of obtaining it deprives it of 
much weight. 
I'he clues that it 
furnished 
were 
valuable. 
Each 
was followed up and a very 
complete chain of evidence estab­ 
lished. 
The aullioiiries have had 
ten davs to woi k upon it. 
They 
have lost no time. 


K E N N E D Y K N E W o F IT. 
W hile John Kenned}^ was not in 
the job. Low e states that he knew 
of it.

and grandmother, knew what was 
going on. 
Tlie\^ luid inside infor­ 
mation as to when the trains car­ 
ried money. 
This was obtained by 
Jesse, according to Lowe. 
He did 
not know from whom it was ob­ 
tained, but thought it was from a 
man in the emplo\^ of the Pacific 
Express Co. 
He sa\’s they were going into the 
train robbing business extensive!}’, 
that the}^ were going to hold up 
the Chicago and Alton at the Blue 
cut, that the}’ were going to loot 
the Union Pacific at Muncie, Kas., 
that they had planned to get some

lington was carrying to Omaha. 
Tlie 
railroads 
said 
that 
tliev 
were carrying all of their money on 
day 
trains. 
They knew 
better; 
they had made a good haul.

The sixth man had the swag. 
A n d y Ryan was arraigned be­ 
fore Justice Spitz yesterday on a 
warrant charging him with con­ 
spiring to delay a train for the pur­ 
pose of robbing it. 
He was com­ 
mitted to jail in default of $2,500 
bail to await a hearing Monday. 


W I T N E S S 
IN ST. L OU IS . 
The St. Louis Republic has the 
following bearing on the case : 
“ It is known that an important 
witness in the Kansas City train 
robbery case has been quartered 
since Sunday night at 2723 Walnut 
street, 
Detective Tom 
Furlong’s 
home. 
Great secrecy was main­ 
tained in the matter, and neighbors 
aver that the visitor rarely steps 
from the house, and then only to 
take a turn to the corner and back. 
“ From a reliable source informa­ 
tion was obtained that Mr. Fur­ 
long’s guest had been sent to St. 
Louis for safe keeping by Chief of 
Police 
Hayes, 
of Kansas 
City. 
Practically, this was an admission 
that the individual in question was 
connected with the train robbery 
case, presumably a witness. 
‘ ‘Detective Furlong is in the em­ 
ploy of the Missouri Pacific raií- 
road, on which line the robbery 
was attempted. 
He returned from 
Kansas City Sunday night. 
On 
his arrival at Union station he was 
accompanied by a beardless young 
man. 
They 
entered 
a 
cab and 
were driven west on Market street, 
“ A 
description 
of 
the young 
man is as follows: Five 
feet six 
inches in height, dressed in a neat 
fitting dark suit of clothes, with a 
Fedora h a t : large, expressive blue 
eyes, liglit brown hair and a some­ 
what etfeminate face. 
“ Under and witli Chief Hayes, 
Furlong and his men have been 
const-intly employed on the robbery 
mystery 
for 
weeks. 
Pinkerton 
men were also called into the case, 
but the burden of tlie work is said 
to have been divided between Fur­ 
long and the Kansas C ity police. 
\'esterday Ekirlong refused to ad­ 
mit that his guest was a witness in 
the case, but admitted that he had 
recently returned from the scene of 
tlie robbery. 
“ Then, last night a man sent out 
by the detectives was seen to secure 
two railroad tickets to Kansas City, 
and tlie supposition is that the mys­ 
terious young man will be shortly 
taken back to his home. 
He will 
doubtless appear before the grand 
jury, which will be asked to indict 
Jesse James, jr.”

We have just arrived here, after 
spending eight long, tiresome days 
on the road. 
W e have been so 
busy straightening out the tangled 
♦conditions involved in every mili­ 
tary move that we have scarcelv 
w 
had time to look over our camping 
ground in order to see in what 
k ind of a place we are situated. 
W e left Jersey City late in the 
afternoon of Monday, 
Oct. 
3; 
passed down through-Philadelphia 
4ind up to Harrisburg, where we 
arrived 
early Tuesday morning. 
Just out of this city we crossed that 
most beautiful of all 
mountain 
streams, the shallow, placid Sus­ 
quehanna, 
thick ly 
dotted 
with 
small patches of green grass, islets 
and great rock s. 
Here we began to run into the 
mountains just east of the Alle­ 
ghenies, where are found some of 
the richest of Pennsylvania’s coal 
mines. M ining villages are numer­ 
ous, each with its great cok e fur­ 
naces, where the sulplmr is extract­ 
ed from the coal and a ready m ar­ 
k et awaits the cok e. 
From Tyrone 
is shipped 700 carloads of coal a 
day. 
A t Altoona is situated the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad 
shops. 
This is one of the greatest little 
cities in 
America. 
Here every­ 
thing necessary for running a sys- 
tetn is made and shipped to the de­ 
sired points. 
Over b,ooo men are 
employed, with a monthly pay roll 
of $750,000. 
It is the boast of the 
sliopmen that a locomotive can be 
put togetlier, from the ground up, 
steamed and ready for the road in 
less than ten hours. 
On an aver- 
??.ge two cars to every minute in the 
twenty-four hours arrive at and 
leave Altoona. 
Some distance out of this city 
we began the ascent of the Alle­ 
ghenies ; the grades became steeper 
and steeper, until it was necessary 
for us to have three engines, two 
in front and one behind. 
As we 
climb the steep side we come to 
<^he Hoiseshoe bend, a very pic­ 
turesque scene. 
Here the track , 
in trying to find a gradual eleva­ 
tion, mak es arii almost perfect shoe. 


the tips being hardly more than a 
stone’s throw apart. 
A t the cen­ 
ter of the curve is a • pretty little 
park in which are several llower 
beds and two or three log build­ 
ings covered with vines. 
Far be- 
low are two large reservoirs ; while 
still fartiier down the gorge seems 
to almost melt aw^ay in the dis­ 
tance. 
Above and all around are 
great walls of earth densely cov­ 
ered 
with trees, 
which in 
tlie 
various 
colors of their sombre, 
autuiiKial 
dress add greatly 
to 
the almost unsurpassable scene. 
1 ti 
the distance tier after tier of moun­ 
tain cliains tower above one an­ 
other in their gigantic efforts to 
pierce the clear blue sk y. 
In such 
sublime scenery as this it is easy to 
understand the motive that impel­ 
led Bryant to write : 
“ To him who in the love of na­ 
ture holds communion 
with her 
variable forms, 
“ She speak s a various language.” 
These imposing monuments to 
the Creator’s architectual ability 
speak wonders to the lover of the 
natural, and he finds himself in his 
imaginings wandering to tjjg things 
unreal. 
Up here above everything else is 
situated the Greeson Springs, a 
noted he¿llth resort. 
Here we be­ 
gin our gradual descent and passed 
by d wreck ed train that had be­ 
come unmanageable 
and in 
its 
swift dash had been derailed wdiile 
rounding a sharp curve. W e passed 
through several long tunnels and 
over deep gorges spanned by seem­ 
ingly frail trestle work s, until we 
near Connemaugh valley, made fa­ 
mous by the Johnstown flood. 
As 
we stood on the rear platform the 
medical examiner of that division 
pointed out the entrance and course 
of the mighty rush of water. 
Tlie 
track enters at almost the same 
place as did the flood and runs by 
the little river that bore the water 
away. 
The villages of Connemaugh and 
Tohnstown, 
about 
three 
miles 
apart, are situated in a very narrow 
valley, in the middle of which 
flows 
the 
Connemaugh 
river. 
Along the sides of this stream are 
situated the business and manufac­ 
turing portions of the towns, while 
the residence parts extend partly 
up the sides of the mountains. 
W ith a very few exceptions all the 
buildings in the valley were de­ 
stroyed and in many places are still 
seen the devastating effects of the 
flood. 
Up the mountain sides are 
two cemeteries in which are buried 
hundreds of unk nown dead. 
A t East Liberty, a suburb of 
Pittsburg, we saw the Carnegie 
Bessemer Steel Work s, where the 
battleship armour plates are made. 
W e laid over until 
10 o’clock 
W ednesday to feed, water and rest 
the stock . " That part of Pittsburg 
visible from the train puts one in 
mind of cliff* dwellers, with their 
little huts on the steep hillsides. 
Out from Pittsburg are the great 
oil fields, where are found hundreds 
of producing wells on a very few

which are lighted overflow pipes. 
From t ”.e oil fields we passed into 
the wilds of West Virginia; then 
into the fine farming districts of 
Ohio. 
These thrifty people, with 
their small, well cultivated farms, 
cozy little homes and great Darns 
denote to what degree of pertection 
agriculture has advanced. 
A t Columbus we saw the state 
prison 
by electric light. 
Wiien 
we awok e in the morning we were 
just pulling into Cincinnati ; passed 
by the Latonia racing course, over 
the river into the blue grass state. 
From Newport almost to Louisville 
are great tobacco plantations and 
large sheds in which the weed is 
dried. 
W e also passed by some of 
the fine stock farms, many of which 
were fitted up in excellent style. 
A t Louisville we again fed and had 
a very nice time walk ing around 
the city. 
W e arrived at N^ishville, 
Term., at 10 o’clock Friday morn­ 
ing, after passing llirough some' 
very rugged ni 3untain 
country. 
Here our train was divided into t wo 
sections and we started over a 
branch road to Huntsville. 
Along 
in the afternoon 
we came to the 
Murplivsboro 
confederate 
ceme­ 
tery. in which are buried 6,900 sol­ 
diers. 
Just below us is a large 
granite block standing upon the 
spot where twelve oflicers were 
k illed by the bursting of a shell. 
The battle-ground is almost in llie 
town and is now occupied by a 
logging firm : still many of the old 
trenches and breastwork s are pJainly 
to be seen. 
A few miles further, 
just at dark , we came into Hunts­ 
ville, our destination. 
Tliere 
has 
been 
considerable 
trouble between the regulars and 
volunteers here ; several have been 
k illed since our arrival, in the dif­ 
ferent clashes. 
The trouble brok e 
out again this morning, and in a 
battle between the Tenth cavalry 
and the provost guard, in wiiich a
